ditions in this country on the tariff. 
Many campaign orators and news­ 
papers have waged a relentless war 
against the tariff in the I nited States 
and have insisted that the increased 
cost of living was directly due to the 
tariff levied on imports. 
Investiga­ 
tion abroad shows this is not true, 
Mr. Irwin says, because be finds that 
in countries where they have little 
or no tariff the price of necessities 
continues to go up and the people 
are complaining just as loudly as they 
[are here. 
in Jerusalem Mr. Irwin found no 
tariff, but instead he found that ev­ 
ery advertisement printed in a news­ 
paper is taxed by the government to 
i raise revenue.

A Million Starving. 


The Central China Famine Relief 
Committee of America has >ent out 
tin* following appeal to the people of 
the country: 
Despite every effort a million help- 
h*ss flood victims are being carried 
away by the famine in E. China. The 
region i». a«*«*essible 
to 
relief, and 
those of us who broke up the previous 
large famine with American relief, 
know the present situation can be met 
if funds sutfi<*ient to equip the mis- 
(sionnries are contribute«! at once. Re­ 
lief goes forward by cable as but forty 
days remain until the tragedy will if 
not prevente«! be over. 
On the 27th 
of March the American Minister at 
Bekin cabled the following to our 
State Dept., at Washington. 
“ Conditions in famine-distriet are 
¡appalling and growing worse. 
Relief 
being given to u few but a million 
i starving. 
Famine-fever increasing 
! death-rate. The Chinese Government 
helpless." 
The explanation of the 
situation is that of the $1,000,000 it 
was hoped people in the U. S. would 
contribute but #145,000 has (Mar. 28 ) 
I been given. 
European benevolence faces a gi- 
, Igantic famine ii: Russia, and in India, 
¡a second one, placing the burden of 
moral responsibility for meeting the 
Chinese situation on America.

1 h is does not mean, h owever, th at one must wait 
till ravenously h ungry by any means; we sh ould | 
alway s eat wh en we need food, if we can got it.

sy stem sh ould alway s be kept fairly well saturated, so to 
say , with nutriment ; but th is sh ould never be carried 
to tlu* point, of incipient nausea by any means.

put i t : Eat wh en y ou are h ungry , drink wh en y ou are 1 
th irsty and go to bed wh en y ou are sleepy ; th at is,!

revolt 
against

welfare 
schemes designed to help the working 
class. They cannot see why their kind- 
hearted plans fail to arouse enthusi­ 
asm In the b eneficiaries. 
The reason 
in many cases is plain. 
Workingmen, 
like every b ody else, want Justice b e­ 
fore they want kindness. 
One in par­ 
ticular I rememb er well. 
His thought 
was alway s along this line, and a» 
he would come into the saving institu­ 
tion where he was pay ing for his lit­ 
tle home, each Saturday evening, b e 
never failed to impress those 
ab out 
him with this particular Idea. 
Basic Demand for Justice. 
With the spirit of the Kentuckian 
he alway s pointed out that working­ 
men would rather have a decent w?agw 
than all the 
model 
tenements 
and 
pleasure parks and b and coucerts 
that 
the b oss could devise. 
Presiding on one occasion at a macs 
meeting designed to aid some char­ 
ity , Jacob Riis looked at a placard on 
the wall which read, "Charity cover- 
eth a multitude of 
sins,” 
and 
ex­ 
claimed: “It’s time to take that cover 


o f f . ” 
There Is a widespread disposition to 
agre with this sentiment. 
Millionaire* 
who b eq ueath magnificent sums to ed­ 
ucation or philanthropy must expect 
to have the gift horse looked in the 
mouth. 
If what is given to the pub ­ 
lic represents sharp practice on the 
part of the giver, if it is the fruit of 
extortion, legal or Illegal, the 
ap­ 
plause is faint today , and it is going 
to get fainter all the time. 
We are 
b ecoming ethically sensitive to the 
way in which money is got. no less 
than to the way it is given. 
It is more flattering to one’s self­ 
esteem to play the role of Ixird or 
I^ady Bountiful than it is to stand for 
even-handed justice to all. 
There are 
philanthropists who could not pose 
as almoners to the poor, as they have 
done, if they had b een willing to give 
the poor a sq uare deal In the first 
place. 
illustrations of this 
general 
principle are numerous. 
The case of 
Capt. Drey fus of the French army haa 
not wholly faded 
from 
the 
pub lic 
mind. 
After the victim had b een par­ 
doned and released from his cruel and 
unjust imprisonment the novelist Zola 
wrote to Mrne. Drey fus: 
“It is revolt­ 
ing to ob tain pity when one asks for 
Justice, and all seems precb ncerted to 
b ring ab out this last iniq uity . 
The 
judges, wishing to strike the innocent 
in order to Bave the guilty , seek ref­ 
uge in an act of 
horrib le 
hy pocrisy 
which they call mercy ." 
Foundation of Moral Structure. 
Have y ou ever known parents who 
wo eld crush out a child’s initiative, ig­ 
nore his tastes, b rowb eat b iin general­ 
ly , and then give him a party or out­ 
ing devised wholly after the aforesaid 
parents’ own ideas and at which the 
y oungster was expected to b e delight­ 
ed, or appear as an ingrate? It would 
b e more honest treatment for Rob ert 1 
or Edith if they should b e allowed 
some slight expression of opinion 
tax 
regard to the matters vital to 
their 
happiness. 
Justice is not the whole of the moral 
structure that a good man will try to 
b uild, b ut it Is a mighty important 
foundation stone. 
Until one Is pretty 
firmly grounded upon it he cannot de­ 
cently add the upper stories of mercy 
and
